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HIGHLIGHTS  FROM  STATISTICAL  REPORTS 

A .   Division  of  Public  Assistance 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1970  the  public  assistance  payments  amounted 
to  $599  793  083.  This  is  an  increase  over  the  corresponding  payments  in  fiscal 
year  19&9  with  the  increase  being  reflected  in  every  program.  The  data  are 
broken  down  by  program  and  summarized  in  Table  I. 

The  increase  in  public  assistance  payments  is  due  to  an  increase  in  caseload  as 
well  as  higher  payments  per  case.  The  average  monthly  caseload  rose  to  378  212, 
4«4%  greater  than  the  average  monthly  caseload  for  fiscal  year  1969 •  A  caseload 
increase  occurred  in  every  program  except  Medical  Assistance:  there  was  a  9«6% 
increase  in  the  caseload  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  a  3 '3%  decrease  in  Medical 
Assistance  cases,  a  24.2%  increase  for  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children, 
an  8.4%  increase  in  Disability  Assistance  cases,  and  a  48.6%  increase  in  General 
Relief  cases.  The  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  receiving  Medical  Assistance 
and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  receiving  Old 'Age  Assistance  and  Dis- 
ability Assistance  were  influenced  partly  by  the  reclassification  of  nursing 
homes  from  Medical  Assistance  to  Intermediate  Care  Facilities  for  Old  Age 
Assistance  and  Disability  Assistance.  The  increase  in  caseload  for  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children  includes  an  increase  in  the  unemployed  parent 
segment  of  the  caseload.  The  greater  number  of  cases  for  both  Aid  to  Families 
with  Dependent  Children  and  General  Relief  reflect,  in  some  degree,  the  strikes 
which  occurred  during  the  year.  Referrals  from  community  agencies,  accompanied 
by  the  increased  knowledge  of  the  availability  of  the  various  programs  of  public 
assistance  and  special  efforts  to  have  people  apply,  also  contributed  to  the  rise 
in  the  number  of  cases. 

The  increase  of  the  average  payment  in  each  program  was  also  an  important 
determinant  in  the  increase  of  all  payments.   In  fiscal  year  1970  the  average 
monthly  payment  for  cases  receiving  Old  Age  Assistance  increased  24.5%  over  the 
average  monthly  payment  in  fiscal  year  1969;  average  monthly  payment  for  Medical 
Assistance  cases  increased  15.2%;  for  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children 
cases  it  increased  8.6%,  18%  for  Disability  Assistance,  and  13.6%  for  General 
Relief  cases.  The  increases  in  payments  include  the  cost-of-living  increases 
which  were  granted  in  September  1969  and  April  1970  as  well  as  specific  changes 
which  occurred  during  fiscal  year  1970.  The  amoumt  of  earnings  which  Disability 
Assistance  recipients  could  keep  without  deduction  of  the  grant  and  the  amount 
of  personal  property  which  could  be  retained  were  increased.  The  liability  of 
parents  for  children  over  twenty-one  was  removed  for  Disability  Assistance  and 
General  Relief.  The  allowance  for  leisure  time  activities  was  raised  twelve 
dollars  a  month  for  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  and  nineteen  dollars  a  month 
for  Disability  Assistance  recipients. 

B.  Division  of  Child  Guardianship 

In  fiscal  year  1970  the  total  amount  expended  by  the  Division  of  Child  Guradian- 
ship  was  $25  685  O65,  a  14.1%  increase  over  the  $22  518  128  expended  in  fiscal 
year  1969.  The  data,  which  are  summarized  in  Table  X  indicate  an  increase  in 
all  items  except  clothing  expenses  and  "Other  Care  and  Maintenance"  expenses, 
in  which  there  were  slight  decreases.  The  most  sizeable  increase  was  in  the 
expenditures  for  Care  and  Maintenance  of  Children  which  rose  from  $16  724  103 
in  fiscal  year  I969  to  $19  497  947  in  fiscal  year  1970.  This  16.6%  increase 
was  distributed  fairly  evenly  among  the  following  items:  Board  (17-8%  increase), 
Hospital  Care  (14-5%  increase),  and  Medical  Supplies  (15.9%  increase),  Expend- 
itures for  Doctors  and  Dentists  increased  74.9%.

B.  Division  of  Child  Guardianship  (continued) 

The  number  of  children  served  by  the  Division  of  Child  Guardianship  in  fiscal 
year  1970  was  11  227  at  the  beginning  of  fiscal  year  1970  as  compared  to  10  443 
in  the  beginning  of  fiscal  year  19&9  an^  12  O76  at  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1970 
as  compared  to  11  227  at  the  end  of  I969.  These  increases  reflect  the  12.9% 
rise  to  3  590  in  the  number  of  children  taken  into  care  and  the  8.8%  rise  to 
14  817  in  the  number  of  different  children  under  care  at  any  time  during  the 
year.  (Table  XI )   Another  noteworthy  variation  was  the  increase  from  4  528 
to  5  316  in  the  number  of  children  considered  for  care  by  the  Division  of  Child 
Guardianship.   (Table  XIII ) 

As  indicated  by  Table  XXVII  the  number  of  children  receiving  primary  casework 
services  from  public  and  private  licensed  foster  care  agencies  as  of  March  31  > 
1970  was  noticeably  different  from  the  number  of  children  receiving  such 
services  a  year  earlier.  The  number  of  children  receiving  services  from  private 
agencies  decreased  from  10  495  to  8  225.  The  number  of  children  receiving 
services  from  the  Division  of  Child  Guardianship  increased  from  12  679  children 
in  1969  to  14  563  in  1970.
